SUBJECT: Cabinet Committee on Internaticzaal 
Narcotics Control 


Drug abuse, particularly narcotics addictior, has grown 

to crisis proportions in the last several years in the 
United States. It is imperative that the illicit flow 

of narcotics and dangerous drugs into this country be 
stopped as soon as possible. In order most effectively 

to coordinate this effort, which encompasses diplomatic, 
intelligence, and law enforcement functions, I am hereby 
establishing a Cabinet Committee on International Narcotics 
Control.

To the maximum extent 
permitted by law, Federa_ -fficers and Federal depa:ztments 
and agencies shall cooperace with the Cabinet Committee in 
carrying out its functions under this directive dnd shall 
comply with the policies, :1idelines, standards, and 
procedures prescribed by the Cabinet Committee, 


More specifically, the Caoinet Committee shall -- 


(1) develop comprehens:ve plans and programs fox the 
implementation of <:ese policies; 


(2) assure that all diz.iomatic, intelligence, ana Federal 
law enforcement programs and activities of incer- 
national scope are sroperly coordinated; 


(3) evaluate all such programs and activities anc their 
implementation; 


(4) make recommendations to the Director of the Office 
of Management and Budget concerning proposed fuiidi.ag 
of such programs; and 


report to the Presiaent, from time to time, concerning 
the foregoing.
